The inspector was passing a fancy 
fair in Henry street, accompanied by 
a Miss Moore, to whom he was en- 
gaged to be married, 

Inspector O’Sullivan died in @ hos- 
pital an hour after the shooting. He 
was fred. upon by two masked 
ians. 

O’Sullivan, who was employed in the 
inspector general’s office in Dublin 
castle, was wearing civilian clothes. 
Henry street, one of the busiest thor- 
oughfares in the city, was thickly 
crowded with workers returning, 
when the murder occurred. 

Seizes Revolver. 

The shooting took place within fifiv 
yards of the Nelson pillar. Then men 
suddenly fired point blank at O’Sull- 
van, who fell. Miss Moore seized the 
revolver of: one of the assailants of 
O’Sullivan and prevented him from 
firing again, but the other man dis- 
charged his weapon into the body. 

A crowd immediately surrounded the 
group, but, according to the official re. 
port, when it was learned the victim 
was @ policeman, the people abstained 
from interfering.
